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Senior  Class  History 


HE  year  1915  marked  the  beginning  of  my  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic, 
taught  by  Miss  North,  “to  the  tune  of  a  hickory  stick.”  It  was  on  September 
13,  that  I  entered  the  lobby  whose  vastness,  to  me,  carried  the  feeling  that  all 
play  must  be  ended. 

When  I  was  seated  in  Miss  North’s  schoolroom,  whom  was  I  more  glad  to  see  seated 
across  the  aisle  than  Elizabeth  Ricks,  my  dear  little  pal.

We  will 
never  forget  how  thrilled  we  were  the  night  we  received  our  diplomas,  June  1,  1924. 

Our  Junior  year  was  a  great  one  for  us.  It  was  the  first  year  that  we  had  had  a  large 
class.  From  Mansfield  High  School,  came  Sophia  Stone,  Mary  Alice  Town,  Clarice  Wilson, 
Floy  Wilson,  who  became  our  president,  Hazel  Guy,  Marie  Tatum,  and  Mary  Blanche  Yar¬ 
brough,  who  had  left  us  some  years  before,  returned.  From  other  high  schools  all  over  vhe 
state  came  Gladys  Alford,  Mary  Alice  Sledge,  Elizabeth  Presley,  Lillian  Kline,  Sadie  Hoff- 
pauir,  Lois  Sparks,  Grace  Neill,  Eva  and  Neva  Perry,  Mary  Tynes,  Janice  Allen,  Eunice 
Moore,  Beatrice  Moss,  lone  McPherson,  Maude  Evelyn  Cranford,  Eloyse  Flowers,  Fanabel 
Worley,  Marie  Wade,  Marguerite  Mitchell,  Ruth  Middleton,  Floy  Sumner,  Sue  Lynn  Carroll, 
Elbe  May  Petty,  Willa  Birdwell,  Lelia  Pylant,  and  Corinna  Hervev. 
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That  eventful  Junior  year  was  filled  with  thrills,  and  stiff  exams,  with  an  occasional  party 
for  variation.  Then  toward  the  end  of  our  College  year  came  the  great  event  of  the  season, 
“The  Junior  Senior  Reception,”  following  days  and  days  of  hard  labor  over  the  Junior  play  in 
order  to  secure  funds  with  which  to  entertain  the  Seniors.  We  enjoyed  our  Junior  year  and 
it  was  with  a  feeling  of  deep  love  and  almost  awe  that  we  received  the  symbolic  ivy  chain 
from  the  departing  class,  each  of  us  hoping  that  we  would  be  able  to  live  up  to  the  standards 
set  by  the  passing  years,  and  determined  that  we  would  set  up  a  goal  hard  to  attain,  and 
worth  earnest  endeavor. 

The  last  weeks  of  our  Junior  year  were  saddened  by  the  loss  of  one  of  our  brightest  and 
most  beloved  classmates,  Ophelia  Brumfield. 

We  bade  our  fellow  students  a  hearty  goodbye,  with  gratitude  in  our  hearts  that  we 
should  see  them  again  when  September  came.  Our  dear  little  class  teacher,  Miss  Adams, 
who  had  faced  with  us  the  various  issues  of  the  year,  received  many  sad  farewells,  for 
she  was  not  to  return  the  following  year. 

When  September  again  rolled  ’round,  as  all  Septembers  do,  we  returned  to  “College 
Hill,”  to,  th:s  year,  take  upon  ourselves  dignity  with  which  to  occupy  that  exalted  position, 
known  in  school  circles  as  “Seniors.”  We  surely  felt  our  importance  when  we  sat  down 
in  chapel  in  the  seats  reserved  for  Seniors.  The  sun  shining  in  at  the  windows  did  its  best 
to  convince  us  that  we  were  not  nearly  so  bright  as  we  c  onsidered  ourselves.  Glancing 
around  we  saw  several  new  members  of  our  exclusive  circle:  Frances  Thornton,  Carrie  Shep¬ 
pard,  Annie  Johniken,  had  come  to  finish  with  us  from  dear  old  M.  F|.  C. 

The  Senior  year  was  not  such  smooth  sailing  as  one  would  suppose  but  we  enjoyed  it; 
we  also  enjoyed  such  events  as  a  “sunrise  breakfast,"  a  picnic,  a  chili  supper,  and  a  won¬ 
derful  party  given  by  our  new  and  adored  class  teacher,  Mrs.  Templeton,  whom  we  had 
learned  to  love  in  our  Junior  year.  Through  the  whirl  of  learning  things  we  never 
dreamed  there  were  to  learn,  through  parties,  plays,  recitals  and  different  events  we  came  to 
that  last  week  before  our  graduation.  You  little  dream,  until  you  have  done  it,  how  you 
feel  when  you  approach  the  end,  even  if  it  is  of  school  life,  and  you  feel  the  beloved 
teachers’  faces  getting  fainter  and  fainter,  with  their  advices  ringing  in  your  ears,  and  see 
the  dear  old  walls  of  your  Alma  Mater,  every  nook  of  which  you  love,  gradually  passing 
f  rom  your  view. 

June  the  first,  clad  in  black  gowns,  we  went  to  receive  our  long-looked- for  and 
deeply  appreciated  diplomas.  Let  us  not  forget  that  though  this  is  our  history,  we  are 
just  beginning  to  make  real  history;  let  that  history  be  as  bright,  happy,  and  wonderful 
as  our  school  days  at  Mansfield  College  have  been.

Limited,”  enroute  to  Hollywood,  and  our  minds  were  filled  with  the  de¬ 
sire  to  see  the  screen  heroes  and  heroines,  those  shadows  of  people,  in 
the  flesh  and  actually  in  action.  The  train  came  to  a  sudden  stop  and 
the  conductor  coming  through,  announcing  that  a  wreck  ahead  would 
necessitate  some  hours’  delay,  caused  me  to  gaze  intently  out  of  the 
window  to  see  in  what  kind  of  place  we  had  stopped,  when  I  was  as¬ 
tonished  to  see  at  the  end  of  a  long  vista,  which  had  just  the  blue  sky  above  and  the  white 
sand  beneath,  a  stage,  and  on  it,  a  group  of  people.  As  I  looked  more  closely,  I  saw  one  of 
this  group  come  to  center  —  front  stage;  and  in  her  hand  she  carried  a  violin.  She  turned  to 
one  side  as  two  beautiful  young  women  came  forward,  and  with  an  eloquent  gesture  presented 
them  to  the  waiting  audience.  As  she  did  this,  I  recognized  Gladys  Alford,  our  1926  class 
president  at  Mansfield  College,  and  the  artists  she  was  presenting  were  Mary  Alice  Town 
and  Olive  Dean  Cowley.  Olive  Dean  took  her  place  at  the  piano,  Gladys  raised  her  violin, 
and  Mary  Alice  began  to  sing —  Such  music !  —  harmonious  cadences  floated  one  after  the 
other  until  the  musicians  were  forgotten  in  the  enchantment.  The  music  ceased,  and  the  singer 
and  the  pianist  left  the  stage  with  the  same  “old  pal”  affection  still  evident.  Gladys  announced 
that  they  were  to  tour  the  states  in  operatic  recitals  before  sailing  to  study  abroad. 

The  next  to  come  on  the  stage  was  Floy  Wilson,  wearing  cap  and  gown  with  the 
red  stole,  and  I  knew  that  she  was  no  longer  little  Floy,  but  Dr.  F.  Wilson,  with  many 
alphabetical  appendages  to  her  name,  and  the  greatest  historian  of  the  age.  She  said  noth¬ 
ing,  but  looked  out  towards  the  horizon,  as  if  to  search  the  living  past  and  the  active  pres¬ 
ent. 


As  I  looked  more  intently,  the  curtain  was  rung  down,  and  immediately  up  again.  The 
strains  of  the  “Marsellaise”  came  faintly  at  first,  then  closer  and  closer- — and  I  saw 
innumerable  French  flags,  fluttering  everywhere.  In  the  center  of  the  stage,  there  was 
an  altar  banked  with  white  and  purple  Fleur-de-Lis ;  floating  above  it  on  the  right  was  a 
tri-color  of  France,  and  on  the  left,  Old  Glory.  The  Marsellaise  Ceased,  the  orchestra 
played  “The  Star  Spangled  Banner,”  and  then  softly  drifted  into  Beethoven’s  familiar 
strains,  as  Marie  Wade  and  a  gallant  Prince  knelt  at  the  altar — I  turned  my  head  away, 
for  this  was  Holy  Ground.

When  I  looked  again,  the  stage  was  empty,  but  not  for  long,  for  there  appeared  to 
come  from  every  direction,  children,  large  and  small,  all  going  toward  a  magnificent 
school  building  where  they  were  greeted  by  a  woman  they  hailed  as  “Prof.”  She  was  none 
other  than  Eva  Perry,  the  Principal  of  a  government  school  in  canal  zone.  As  the 
children  came  a  little  nearer  the  entrance  of  the  building,  she  silenced  them  by  raising  her 
hand  and  saying: 

“Pupils  of  Panama  School,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  introduce  to  you,  your  new 
teachers,  all  of  whom  were  my  classmates  of  the  year  of  1926:  Sophia  Stone,  Lois  Sparks, 
Floy  Sumner,  lone  McPherson,  Lelia  Pylant  and  Annie  Johniken.” 

The  pupils  and  the  teachers  went  into  the  building  and  the  scene  was  immediately 
changed.  Who  should  come  out  but  Sue  Lynn  Carroll,  playing  the  part  of  Juliet,  under 
the  personal  supervision  of  E.  H.  Southern.  Just  as  she  was  saying, 

“A  rose  by  any  other  name  would  smell  as  sweet,”  from  the  boxes  right  and  left, 
showers  of  roses  fell  upon  the  stage,  and  when  I  turned  to  see  who  was  paying  this 
tribute  to  Sue  Lynn’s  genius  there  stood  a  woman  leaning  over  the  balustrade,  and  instantly 
the  entire  audience  rose  in  salute.  As  I  looked  more  closely,  I  saw  that  the  box  to  the 
right  was  the  Governor’s  box,  and  standing  by  the  Governor’s  side  was  Hazel  Guy  who 
had  become  the  first  lady  in  “Ole  Virginia”.  Succeeding  the  “Romeo  and  Juliet”  perfor¬ 
mance  came  a  play  put  on  by  the  Little  Theatre.  At  its  close,  a  thunder  of  applause  burst 
forth,  and  Lillian  Kline,  the  producer,  came  forward  and  spoke  a  few  words  of  grateful 
acknowledgment  of  the  audience’s  appreciation. 

The  next  scene  was  in  a  hospital,  where  Ruth  Middleton  as  a  skilled  surgeon  was  per¬ 
forming  a  delicate  operation.  The  nurses  in  attendance  were  Willa  Birdwell,  Maude 
Evelyn  Cranford,  and  Marguerite  Mitchell.  I  seemed  to  get  a  whiff  of  ether  and  closed  my 
eyes.  When  I  opened  them,  there  was  no  semblance  of  nurses  or  Doctor. 

The  stage  was  quite  dark,  when  suddenly  a  brilliant  spotlight  found  the  center,  and 
revealed  the  motionless  form  of  a  graceful  woman.  A  sudden  change  of  light,  and  I  sat 
spell  bound  at  the  poetry  of  motion  displayed  by  the  dancer.  I  was  delighted  to  recognize 
this  lovely  girl  as  Isabel  Nilson.  Next  descended  what  seemed  a  blank  screen,  but  there 
at  once  appeared  on  it  a  section  of  the  Shreveport  Times,  which  read:  “Tom  Sims  Says  no 
more.  His  place  taken  by  Miss  Mary  Alice  Sledge.”  Another  column  read,  “Miss  Clarice 
Wilson,  recognized  authority  on  Home  Economics  to  lecture  at  the  Grand  on  “Why  Men 
Leave  Home  —  Poor  Cooking.”  And  the  bold  headlines  which  I  had  overlooked  an¬ 
nounced  “Miss  Katherine  Edgerton,  selected  as  the  most  beautiful  American  girl,  will 

sail  Wednesday  for  London,  where  she  will  be  the  guest  of  Mrs.  B - ,  wife  of  the 

American  Ambassador  to  the  Court  of  Saint  James,  who  was  before  her  marriage,  Miss 
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Janice  Allen.  Then  the  screen  became  blank  and  another  paper  appeared,  “The  Radcliffe 
News,”  and  in  the  headlines  I  read  “Bim-Bam-Biff-Radcliffe.  Miss  Ella  Mae  Petty,  a 
Louisiana  girl  with  all  the  pep  and  enthusiasm  of  the  South,  elected  cheer  leader  of 
Radcliffe.  “The  screen  rolled  up,  revealing  a  scene  in  the  Senate  Chamber  in  Washington. 
Elizabeth  Ricks  from  Louisiana,  held  the  assembly  spell-bound  with  her  eloquence.  As 
she  finished,  among  the  many  who  came  to  offer  congratulations,  was  Carrie  Sheppard, 
Secretary  of  the  newly-created  Department  of  Education.  She  told  Elizabeth  that  Marie 
Tatum  and  Beatrice  Moss  were  to  pass  through  Washington  that  day,  enroute  to  New 
York,  thence  to  Korea  as  missionaries. 

The  Washington  scene  faded  away,  and  the,  busy  press-room  of  a  publishing  house 
appeared.
